The British slowly 
pnahad the advance, and their infantry 
OOOaplad entrenched new positions in 
front of Hussar hill with slight looses. 
It is believed that the lyddite worked 
havoc in the Boer trenches. The 
Boers art aappoaed to hava moved 
their big guns back over the Tiigcl-i. 
The rifle fire has been heavy at times. 
Tha wbola country is thickly wooded.

Coiieesslunt to the French. 
St. Jobnd, N. F., Feb. 19.— The speech 
of the governor, Sir Hugh McCallum, 
at the opening of tba Newfoundland 
legislature, Intimated that the session 
has been called at the request of the 
imperial govcinment to renew the 
modus Vivendi on the treaty coast, so 
that French flabermen may be enabled 
to prepare for the summer's operations 
without delay.

WashiuEiton. I'eb. 19.— The attention 
of the senate this week will be given 
largely to the relatione ot tha United 
States to Ita insular poasasslona. Tha 
bill providing a form of (government 
frr the Hawaiian islands has right ot 
way, and if It should be so fortunate 
as to be finally acted upon before tba 
close of the week, tba Porto RIean bill 
under the agreement made in the Re- 
publican caucus last week will be im- 
mediately taken up. The probabilities 
are that tha Hawaiian bill will be da- 
bated at eonalderable length, and that 
many amendments will be offered to it 

All admit the urgency of legislation 
giving tba Hawallans a government, 
but thera ara aoma potnta on which 
there are radical differences of opinion 
and thcsp will have to be fought out. 
The most important of these is the 
question aa lo whether the commercial 
Intercouraea between the United 
States and the Islands shall be under 
a tariff or under tbe frp" trade system 
allowed between tne states ot tbe 
union. The bill providaa tor fraa trade 
but several of the senatora, under tha 
leadership of Senator Piatt (Oonn.) 
are making an effort to secure a rad- 
ical amendment in this respect. Sena- 
tor Cullom, in charge of the bill, will 
resist, and he will be supported by 
eome Republicans and nearly all the 
Democratic meuibers. Practically the 
same light will be made oa tbe Porto 
Rlcan bill. 

On Wednesday Senator Lodge Will 
deliver a prepared apper h on the Phil- 
ippine situation, di'Hling with the 
whole Insular question, to an extent. 
Senator Kenney also will deliver a aat 
speech on tha Phillpplna ^uaatioa on 
Tuesday. 

It is quite posKllile thit the e:)nfcr- 
ence report oa the currency bill will 
be brought in during the weak, and If 
so everything else will bo laid aside

In the House. 

Washington, Feb. 19.— The bouse 
entered upon ihe consideration of the 
Porto llican tariff bill, and the debate 
during tbe week promlsci to be a 
memorable event Tba vital quaatlon 
at Issue in tba bill la whether that 
clause of the constitution providing 
tor equality of impost and excise taxes 
throughout United States territory ex- 
tends over the Island of Porto Rico, 
and in this is involved, perhaps, the 
determination of the future slattn and 
government of our new possesnions. 
The Kepublioans, In framing tbe bill, 
have proceeded upon the theory that 
the co;ist!lution and its immuultiaa dO 
not extend over Porto Rico. 

i'he Democrats are solidly arrayed 
upon tbe other side, and la commit* 
tee they were Joiaed by ona Republi- 
can, Mr. McCall (.Mass.). Among the 
other Republicans who take the same 
view is Mr Littl'itieid (Me.), who suc- 
ceeded the late Mr. Dlngley. He won 
bis spurs in the debate upon the Rob- 
erts case, and Is already considered 
one of the most powerful debaters in 
the house. Tbe support of these two 
prominent Republlcana haa raised 
some hopes in the opposition that thay 
may be able to defeat the bill, al> 
though this hardly seems probable. 

Mr. Payne, tbe floor leader of the 
majority, opened la aupport ot tha 
bill.

1 believe that all peopie are iiapable of 
governing tli-'iiiHelves, and that the Fil 
ipinoe thouM \»> allowed to govern them 
aelvee, but I do not think they are 
saAoiently advanced to share with us in 
the government of the nation. If the 
Philmpina islands are annexed, the peo- 
ple there must either be citiiena or sub- 
jects. I am not willing to admit them 
aa dtlsena* and do not believe that a re- 
public can have subjects; therefore I 
want this nation to give them independ- 
ence and then protect them from outside 
interference. 

Each proposed annexation must be 
considered upon its own merits, but in 
considering' these merits the condition of 
the people should have more weight than 
geographical position or commercial ad 
vantage.

LsxiKGTON, 'Kv., Feb. 16.— Col. Roger 
D. Williams, of the Second regiment, 
gave out the following aigned statement 

to-day : 

' The stories which have been prialed 
stating that the soldiers committed many 
deeds of vandalism at Frankfort are gross 

e.xaggorations in every detail. I took 
every possible means in my power to 
prevent deetroction, and am prepared to 
state emphatically that no papers or rec - 
ords were removed from the* rooms, 
though doubtless books and papers may 
have become disarranged and misplaced. 
After the first night a number of papers 
were found on the floor. These I bad 
boxed up, and the offense was not re- 
peated. The day I left I called upon 
Librarian Kavaiiaugb, and he stated 
that everything in bis department was 
in exeellent order, and thanked me for 
the same. 

"The rooms of the Historical Society, 
which were ooeupied bjr a company of 
soldiers, were kept in perfect order, and 
although all the articles and relics were 
exposed, not one was ever touched or 
handled. A committee of Frankfort la- 
dies having these rooms in charge vis- 
ited them almost dally, Mid compliment- 
ed me more than once upon the excellent 
condition of both rooms and efliects. 

"The only damage that came under 
my observation, and I personally in- 
spected all quarters at 10:30 o'clock 
daily, was in the cellar of the Executive 
Building, where old papera of the Au- 
ditor's offlce are stored. I did not know 
thi^ was open for several days, until my 
attention was called to it by Assistant 
Auditor Johnson. Here the men had 
thrown down a number of files contain- 
ing papers, aud had scattered them over 
the floor, but I am satisfied that not a 
single paper or record had been re- 
moved. I immedhttely placed a guard 
at each door, ud Bone bad aooeaa to it 
afterward. _
